Jones increased an earlier 


estimate by 30.000 after his of 
fice was deluged Thursday by 
requests for additional poll tax 
receipts.

The auditor shipped 18,600 pol 


tax receipts to 16 counties. He 
said many of these counties 
were making second and third 
orders for additional receipts. 


Jones said 61 counties — all 


but 14 — requested additional 
receipts at one time or another 
before the deadline.

Farm Land 
Value Leads 
the Nation 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Arkan- 


sas led the states in the 19$4-6i 
fiscal year in per cent increase 
in the value of farmland, an Ag- 
riculture 
Department 
survey 


showed today. 


All states showed increases in 


per acre values, but Arkansas 
led with 12 per cent. The na 
tional average increase was six 
per cent in the 12-month perio< 
ending July 1. 


The report showed that Amer 


ican farmland is getting more 
expensive despite drought, ris- 
ing production costs and slip- 
ping prices and farm income. 


The department 
said 
the 


market value of farm real es- 
tate on July 1 was about $155 
billion, up about $9 billion over 
a year earlier. The average val- 
ue per acre was estimated at 
$141, up $7 over a year earlier. 


The survey snowed that volun- 


tary sales of farm land were 
four per cent greater than a 
year earlier—averaging 29.6 per 
1,000 farms. 


The reason for rising farm 
acres prices, the department 
said, is that less and less in- 
come from agriculture is need- 
ed to pay labor because of the 
increasing use of machinery. 
This encourages farm enlarge- 
ments. Reflecting both enlarge- 
ment of farm units and higher 
rland prices, the average value 
of the nation's farms was $49,300 
on July 1 compared with $45,700 


873,000 Vehicles 
Are Registered 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 
ederal Bureau of Public Roads 
estimated Thursday that Arkan- 
sas will have 873,000 registered 
motor vehicles by the end of this 
year. 


That would place the state 


about 30th in the list of states, 
behind all the states that adjoin 
Arkansas except Mississippi. 


The estimate is based on fig- 


ures supplied by the state Reve- 
nue and Highway departments 
which showed that 58,877 auto- 
mobiles and 240,916 trucks were 
registered in the state last year.
